The world war, which was at its height in October, 1917, prevented the general 
observance by Lutherans of the fourth centenary of the establishment of their charch. 
A new occasion for celebrating offers itself thi this year in the fourth centenary of the 
Diet of Worms, at which time Luther completed his apostasy. 


Lutherans have a right to observe this anniversary, but how ridiculously they 
represent themselves when they herald the establishment of Lutheranism, as they are 
doing, as the beginning of (1) civil and (2) religious freedom: 


(1) Every historian of note blames Luther for the “Peasants’ War” and for 
the “Thirty Years War” in the sixteenth century, and many Protestant scholars of Ger- 
many today discover in the principles of the sixteenth century religious revolution, the 
seeds of the late World War. Cf. Schiller “History of Thirty 3 Years War,” p. 8; Hallam

(2) When Luther rejected papal infallibility he proclaimed his own, and bitterly 
persecuted those who differed from him. “Luther,” p. 106; Vedder, p. 244; Gibbon “Rise 
and Fall of the Roman Empire,” Ch. LIV; Guizot, ‘ History of Civilization,” pp. 261-262; 
Lecky “Rationalism in Europe,” Vol. I, p. 51; Hallam (“Literature of Europe,” Vol. I, 
p. 372), says “An unbounded dogmatism, resting on an absolute confidence in the infalli- 
bility, practically speaking, of his own judgment, pervades his (Luther’s) writings.” 
“He hated the very thought of toleration” (“Green’s History,” Vol. 11, p. 122). “In the 
new Evangelical creeds there was contained no element of tolerance. . . Luther anathe- 
matized everyone whose belief differed from his own” (Hulme, p. 363). 


Luther altered scripture when it suited him, rejected scripture when it did not 
uphold his theory, insisted on his interpretation of scripture against the decisions of 
General Councils, against the Christian scholars of.the early centuries, against the ac- 
cepted belief of centuries. 

The motto in the Lutheran states of Germany was “Cujus Regio, [llius Religio,”’ 
which meant that the religion of the people must be the religion of the ruler. There- 
fore, only the ruler really enjoyed religious: liberty and freedom of conscience, and he 
was de facto a pope possessing supreme authority in things spiritual. 

Today Lutheranism has its creed and its catechism, and its members are pre- 
sumed to accept the teachings of the same despite any inclination on their own part to 
believe differently. Of course, there are twenty different brands of Lutheranism. 

Were it not for the Catholic Church, the great bulwark of the shattered German 
Q morale since the war, Lutheranism would have gone to pieces in the wake of Bolshevism. 
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Y what logic is it un-Amefican for one to be pro-Irish, and not un- 
| American to be pro-British? What makes the sympathizer with 
the Lrish Republic a hyphenate and the sympathizer with British 
tyranny not a hyphenate? Yet British hyphenates are holding 
“Americanization” meetings and condemning the Irish. 

Be honest, and concede that only prejudice will explain such 
an inconsistency. Lay aside prejudice, and genuine American- 
ism will assert itself in favor of the complete independence of | 

every small nation that craves it. This, to say the léast, has been America’s | 
traditional boast. For this purpose, we are told, the sanguinary and costly 
world war was participated in by us. 

if those be hyphenates, who favor self-determination for:the one small 
nation that has demanded it for centuries, what about the Americanism of 
our President and Congress, who absolutely insisted that other small nations 
establish republfces—whether they wanted them or not? 

If we recognize, as @ part of our political profession of faith, that gov- 
erpments are “of the people, for the people, by the people,” then we must en- 
gorse the Irish Republic, which has already been established by the majority of 
its people. If every government “derives its just powers from the consent of 
the governed” then, such consent having been emphatically exppessed, 
America violates a sacred constitutiona] principle when she withholds her 
sympathy from a government so established in Ireland. 

Great Britain has been anti-American from the day her subjects in thie 
continent fought for self-determination. Every reputable historian relates an 
abundance of facts to prove this. If Great Britain is seemingly friendly to- 
day is it not a disinterested friendship. She wants our friendship because she 
wants oul backing where her great interests are at stake. Ireland. on the 
other hand, has always been friendly to us. She was a friend to us in our 
need 150 years ago, and sons of Irishmen in this country have never been 
"; in fact, government data on “alien exemptions from military ser- 
vice” in the late war show'that Irishmen were more ardently American than 
those of any other race. 

It is likely that the Irish would have been satisfied with dominion Home 
Rule, if England ever sincerely intended to grant her that. She has witnessed 
the 1 recall of many Home Rule promises; but now she is asking for more 
because America told England four years ago that her purpose in the war 
would be to liberate all small nations, She has since asserted her independ- 
ence and now only asks recognition.
